What is freedom of speech? Is 


it the right to say anything at any 
time? Or is it a limited right to 
say only that which will not seri- 


ously harm others? The answer 
to that question is the dilemma

Last week the Supreme court

Shows Increase 


The board of assessors has an- 
nounced the 1949 tax rate of $36, 
an increase of $2 over that of last 
year. 

The new rate is based on a total 
assessed valuation real and per- 
sonal property of $19,899,134, an 
increase of more than $800,000 
over last year's figure of $19,090,- 
114, which gave a $34 rate. 

While the increase of $2 in the 
tax rate equals the former high 
record of $36 which was in effect 
in 1946, it is slightly less than was 
indicated after the last town meet- 
ing when the total appropriations 
of $1,094,479 voted at that time 
made it seem that a jump of $3 or 
$4 would be necessary. 

In connection with the announce- 
ment of the new rate the board of 
assessors received the following 
telegram from Henry F. Long, 
commissioner of corporations and 
taxation: 

“Approve with my compli- 
ments $86 as 1949 tax rate 
for Andover. Congratulations 
are definitely in order and I 
extend them wholeheartedly 
as I believe you have done 
splendidly. What you have 
done insures the best kind 
of municipal finance pres- 
ently and for the future you 
have builded well, intelli- 
gently and for the best in- 
terest of all concerned.

be eliminated with such a school. 
He conducted classes alone during 
the years 1942, 43 and 44, when, 
due to the war, it was dropped 
until the present season. 


Many of the boys trained in the| 


first years of his school are now 
playing in Junior high and high 
school. 


The board of public works has 
always co-operated with the school 
by issuing the necessary permits 
for the use of the diamond. Equip- 
ment such as balls and bats ate 
paid for by.the boys themselves, 
by contributing 10 cents each ses- 
sion. 


The school has been open to any 
fifth and six grade boys who desire 
to further develop their basebal! 
abilities. Mr. McCullom and his 
staff insist on attention, courtesy 
and co-operation at all times and 
if this is not received the individ- 
ual will be instructed not to re- 
port for further classes. To date 
not one boy has been sent home 
and the interest has reached the 
point where the instructors know 
that for their time and effort the 
school has repaid them many times

Intra-squad games after several 
weeks of instruction provided an 
excellent method of correcting 
faults that could well go on for 
years and in some instances never 
be overcome.

OUR TAX RATE 


The announcement of a two-dollar increase in Andover’s 
tax rate is real mews because Andover guards her tax rate 
vigilantly and increases are avoided if it is any way possible. 


The fact that the increase was held down to two dollars 
is also news in face of the trend upward by much larger amounts 
in many places. Andover people were really prepared for a 
larger increase and the formal announcement of Tuesday was 
really pleasing to those who pay the taxes and foot the town 
bills. ; 

The members of the board of assessors, who made the 
announcement, and who are also the board of selectmen, Roy 
E. Hardy, J. Everett Collins and Sidney:P. White, are these days 
basking in the warmth of local public favor. They are being 
lauded for their watchful protection of the town’s exchequer. 
The same men are also enjoying the favor of State Tax Com- 
missioner Henry F. Long, which is not too easily gained. In his 
message of approval Commissioner Long said: ‘’Approve with 
my compliments $36 as 1949 tax rate for Andover. Congratu- 
lations are definitely in order and | extend them wholehearted- 
ly as | believe you have done splendidly. What you Have done 
insures the best kind of municipal finance presently, and for 
the future you have builded well, intelligently and for the best 
interest @f all concerned.”

OUR NEW JUDGE 

Congratulations to Richard K. Gordon, Esq., sworn in 
recently by Governor Paul A. Dever as an Essex County Trial 
Justice. 

The twenty-seven-year-old justice, is a resident of An- 
dover, a native of Lawrence and perhaps the youngest judge 
in Massachusetts history. He succeeds Attorney Walter C. 
Tomlinson whose term recently expired. The berth carries with 
it an annual salary of $500. 

The new judge is all dressed up for service with the ap- 
pointment, the authority and all the accompanying rights and 
powers but unfortunately he has no apparent place to hold his 
court. Records reveal that trial Justice Gordon’s predecessor 
had occasion to preside over a court session in but few instances 
since his original appointment in 1940. The court room of the 
past in the Town Hall is now used by the public welfare de- 
partment. ahs 

If the Commonwealth deems it advisable to name a trial 
justice for Andover and to provide $500 annually for his salary 
then it is also important that some sort of a court room be 
provided.

POLICE FIND NEW CHORE 

That members of the Andover police pistol teams are mak- 
ing bullets at their own expense so that they may practice in 
preparation for trials to qualify as expert marksmen is not only 
another indication of the calibre of the men but an outstanding 
example of the fine spirit that exists throughout the depart- 
ment. : 

The cost of ammunition has qlways been a factor in police 
revolver training. The local department furnished the .22 
calibre bullets which the two Andover police teams used in the 
New England Police Revolver league, in which they made such 
a fine showing, but it has not the funds to provide .38 calibre 
bullets necessary for use in qualifying as experts. 

Such a handicap might have led a less ambitious group to 
forget the whole thing, but Chief George A. Dane’s coming 
“experts,” anxious to improve every qualification they have 

for their jobs, located.the necessary tools and equipment at 
the police station to make .38 calibre bullets and now spend 
much of their spare time at the chore. 

While everyone hopes that none of our police officers will 
ever have to use a pistol in line of duty, nevertheless it is a 
source of satisfaction to townspeople to know their bluecoats 
are good shots, and the knowledge that he can handle a revol- 
ver effectively also gives an officer much more confidence in 
the performance of his duties.

“" The Wood Or The Trees? 
Last week the Supreme court 


through Justice Douglas voided 
the sentence on an issue that had 
never come before the lower courts 
and had not been argued by Ter- 
miniello’s , counsellors. 


The Su- 
preme court majority decided that 
the judge’s instructions to the 
Chicago jury were unconstitu- 
tional since they included his 
definition of ‘“‘breach of the peace.” 
The majority chose not so much to 
consider the possible effects of the 
speech as the judge’s definition as 
including anything ‘‘which stirs 4 
public to anger and invites dispute, 
brings about a condition of unrest 

. .or molests the inhabitants in 
the enjoyment of peace and quiet 
by arousing alarm.”’ 


Theoretical ‘‘Freedom” 

Douglas chose to argue that 
free speech ‘‘may indeed serve its 
high purpose when it induces ‘a 
condition of unrest, creates dis- 


satisfaction with conditions as they 


are, or even stirs the public to 
anger.’’ Of course, it must be 
granted that free speech must 
carry the privilege of criticism. 
Certainly one function of a political 
party is to create dissatisfaction 
with another party, to create suf- 
ficient anger to oust the party in 
power and replace it with another. 
But the ‘dissatisfaction’ and 
“anger’”’ must go no further. The 
majority party must always permit 
the minority not only the right to 
exist but the right to sway the 
electorate by peaceful means. And 
the emphasis must be in‘‘peace- 
ful means.” Justice Douglas should 
be required to define most expli- 
citly ‘‘dissatisfaction,” ‘‘unrest’’ 
and “anger.’’ He should remem-~- 
ber, while making the definitions, 
that Hitler’s tactics were to arouse 
the German people to such anger 
that not only did they acquiesce in 
the torture and murder of scape- 
goat eitizens, but also engaged in 
violent rioting and the vicious rape 
of Czechoslovakia. 

The line between peaceful anger 
—perhaps the phrase intellectual 
anger might be permitted—and 
physical anger is a very shadowy 
one. Furthermore, the anger of 
individuals and the anger of a 
crowd can be dangerously differ- 
ent. A crowd can easily be inflamed 
into a mob that acts with that cur- 
ious frenzy which seems to appre- 
ciate no standards of behavior. 


And Practical Freedom 


Justice Jackson dissented’ most 
sharply from the majority deci- 
sion. Apart from the reprimand 
that the majority had voided the 
original decision on an issue which 
had not been considered by the 
lower courts, he claimed practical 
instead of theoretical considera- 
tions. The original court of juris- 
diction had to deal, Jackson said, 
with a riot and a speech that pro- 
voked a hostile mob. He empha- 
sized the conditions which pre- 
vailed at that time in Chicago, and 
showed that Terminiello was 
aware of them and deliberately in- 
flamed the protesting crowd out- 
side and thus created a problem of 
public order. 

“Clear And Present Danger” 

The arguments of the dissenting 
sides included interpretations of 
the doctrine of ‘‘clear and present 
danger’ enunciated by Justice 
Holmes in 1919. ‘*The character of 
every act depends upon the circum- 
stances in which it is done...... 
whether the words used are used 


in such circumstances and are of 
such a nature as to create a clear 
and present danger that they will 
bring about the substantive evils 
that Congress has a right to pre- 
vent.”’ On the interpretation of 
that, Justices Jackson and Douglas 
differed sharply. Douglas argued 
that freedom of speech is ‘‘pro- 
tected against censorship or pun- 
ishment unless shown likely to 
produce a clear and present dan- 
ger of a serious substantive evil 
that rises far above public incon- 
venience, annoyance or unrest.” 

Jackson saw in the majority 
ruling an abandonment of ‘‘whole- 
some principles.’s In their place, 
he said, is substituted a ‘dogma of 
absolute freedom for irresponsi- 
ble and provocative utterances." 
The majority decision, he contin- 
ued, “fulfills the most extrava- 
gant hopes of both right and left 
totalitarian groups, who want 
nothing so much as to paralyze 
and discredit the only democratic 
authority that can curb them in 
their battle for the streets.”

The passage of the legislation 
which originally established the 


fair employment practice act was 


stormy, and passed, as a matter 
of fact, by a very small margin. 
During the three years that have 
passed since that time, however, 
many former opponents have com- 
mended the commission for its 
actions. 


The fundamental principle un- 
derlying the FEPC is stated in the 
first paragraph of the act appear- 
ing as Chapter 368 of the Acts of 
1946. ‘The right to work without 
discrimination because of race, 
creed, national origin or ancestry 
is hereby declared to be a right 
and privilege of the inhabitants of 
the Commonwealth.”’ 


Under this act the commission 
was authorized to eliminate dis- 
criminatory employment practices 
and to foster good will and co-op- 
eration among all groups and ele- 
ments. Although fully equipped 
by law to enforce its findings how- 
ever, the commission has from the 
very beginning recognized that the 
elimination of discrimination in 
employment could be accomplished 
most effectively by reason instead 
of force. 

Here is the way a typical case is 
handled..An individual, believing 
that he is being discriminated 
against by an employer (of more 
than six persons) because of race, 


color, religious creed, national 
origin or ancestry charges that 


employer on a form prepared by 
the commission. This charge of un- 
lawful discrimination must be 
filled out in somerdetail setting 
forth the specifications and must 
be notarized. The charge is then 
put in the hands of a field repre- 
sentative who investigates the en- 
tire situation, personally question- 
ing persons involved, and submits 
a complete report to the executive 
secretary. It is important to note 
here that the field representative 
can state only facts not opinions 
in this report. 

If the question of discrimina- 
tion is unsettled during the course 
of the investigation as it quite 
frequently is an informal hearing 
is held before one or more of the 
commissioners and the field rep- 
resentative. If probable cause is 
found, the commissioner issues a 
cease and desist order to the em- 
ployer found guilty. If, of course, 
no probable cause is found, the 
case is dismissed. Should any em- 
ployer refuse to comply with an 
order to cease and desist the case 
may be taken to the courts.

three year period envolving busi- 
ness organizations employing 
over 350,000 people, the commis- 
sion has not yet had occasion to 
conduct a single formal hearing or 
to have a matter which it has set- 
tled through conference brought 
to a court of law. 


It is also important to note that 
in questions of discrimination in 
being hired, fired, promoted or de- 
moted the commission is very care- 
ful to study the qualifications of 
the individual, and in many in- 
stances no probable cause has been 
found because in the opinion of the 
commission the individual has 
lacked the necessary qualifications. 

In addition to the steady elimi- 
nation in employment, the com- 
mission is charged with the pre- 
vention of discrimination on a 
broad front. To do this many in- 
vestigations have been made in 
fields outside employment with no 
power of enforcement but a genu- 
ine attempt at education. Two 
local councils have been organized 
in Springfield and in Greater Bos- 
ton under a state advisory council 
to study the problems in order ‘‘to 
foster through community effort, 
good will, cooperation and con- 
ciliation among the groups and 
elements of the population. . .and 
make recommendations to the 
commission for the development of 
policies. .’’ 

Through pamphlets, newslet- 
ters, addresses by the commis- 
sioners, the program of the FEPC 
has been made known to many 
thousands.

The Fascists 
and Communists, under whatever 
name they go, are not political 
parties, whatever their claims may 
be. They do not recognize the 
rights of minorities _once they 
themselves become majorities. 
They intend to use all the demo- 
cratic methods in order to get into 
power. But once there they will 
inexorably deny one vestige of 
freedom to all opponents. 

Justice Jackson goes to the heart 
of the matter when he says, ‘There 
is danger that if the court does not 
temper its doctrinaire logic with a 
little practical wisdom it will con- 
vert the constitutional Bill of Rights 
into a suicide pact.”
